’ A DESCRIPTION OF THE LAST ZEPPELIN RAID.

_ Tho Homo Gocretary, to-night, e 5 
impartial observer, of the lest Zeppelin raid on London and 
district, “ The precise localities are not disolozed ao as not ta give 
information to the enemy, because the German official reporte prove 
that the commanders of the Zeppeling are often grossly in error 
regarding their movements, The damage done in every case is to 
private property and mostly of.a amall residentis! kind. The 
victims sre women, children, shopkeepers and workers, the sscrifica 
of whose lives serves no military purpose whatever. The folly and 
fatility of the raid can well be imagined when the Germans dropped 
bombs, at random, in a crowded London district, touching no public 
institutions of any kind. If Qount Zeppelin sccompanied the 
raiders he will bo dissppointed, and will learn that only a minority 
of London’s multitudes are aware of the presence of the airships. 
Those who heard the gana and saw the Zeppelinashowed an interest 
of curiosity rather than that of fear, but, that the London suburbs 
faced calmly the murderons efforts in no wise mitigates the callous 
and purposeless bratality of the raiders, The Observer gives the 
following incidents:—-A. bomb was dropped on the 

a block of workmen’s dwellings, c:owded with children; 
two little children were killed instantly. This happened 
when the csptain of the Zsppelin profassed thet he was 
visiting the docks, An incendiary bomb fell on a stable 
roof aud a motor car was immedistely ablaze. The stableman and 
his wife, despite the terrific fire, resoued eleven horses, a watchdog 
and a bird in a cage. only casualty was a bantom cock, An- 
other bomb fell on some small flats. Two children were killed, 
also threa adulis, A bomb was dropped ints the etrest and caught 
a motor bus with twenty person aboard, ten of whom were killed 
and ten injared. These incidents xuffice to show the real nature of 
the Zeppelin attacks. ;

BOLDNESS OF RUSSIAN TROOPS. 


, September 18, 6.15 a.m. 

A Patrograd communique atatea the enemy attacka weat and 
south weat of Dwinek continue, Stubborn fighting, which has long 
been in progress east of Vilna, has become more intense. Enomy 
detachmenta have reached the railway at various pointe on the loft of 
the Vilis River, and there have beenengagements with strong cavalry 
forces at many points inthisregion. The Russians scored farther auo- 
ceases in the southern theatre, especially daring the fight for the pos- 
session of Derajao. The Russians, entering the town, hustled the 
enemy out to 6 neighbouring village, which waa stormed, the Rus- 
siana capturing 2,000 prisoners, while, though the Russian counter- 
attackon the frontier village of Gutova, south-west of Vishnevotz, 
failed:to occupy the. village, it resulted in the oaptare uf 582 
prisoners, 8n/ another 814 prisoners were taken daring the fight on 
the Btrypa River. North of Butchany the enemy waa dislodged io 
adjacent villages, and fled in disorder. The communiqae concludes 
by ssying that the “boldness of our troops on the whole front 
eouthwarde of Rovno ie successfully checking the enemy's couater- 
attacks, which were made in great strength.”
